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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 32-36, 38-39, 41, 44-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable overTomalia '532 (see parent). 

Tomalia et al. '532 teaches dendrimer conjugates with pharmaceuticals 
(abstract). Controlled release is specified (column 1 lines 26-27). Polyamidoamine 
dendrimers are specified (column 5 lines 27-28). Drugs for treating cancer are 
disclosed (column 16 lines 64-67). Ratios of dendrimer to carrier are specified (column 
10 lines 52-58). Chelation of yttrium chloride with a methylene carboxylate terminated 
dendrimer is specified (column 44 lines 58 column 45 line 5). Applicants stipulate on 
page 1 lines 14-16 that cisplatin is anti-tumor agent. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to use the vehicle of Tomalia 
et al '532 to treat cancer with cisplatin to achieve the beneficial effect of controlled 
release. As to the particular claimed dendrimer, Tomalia et al. teach such for 
conjugating transition metal compounds such as YC 3 . A like conjugation with cisplatin, 
also containing coordinated CI, would be expected by one of ordinary skill. 

As to the claimed mode of delivery such is conventional for cisplatin. 

Applicants argue but do not claim a reversible conjugate. Applicant's argument 
reciting platinum compounds without antineoplastic activity is a red herring. Cisplatin 
would be chosen by one of ordinary skill precisely because it is a known antineoplastic. 
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AS to the argued "Carefully controlled" conditions for making, applicants simply mix the 
dendrimer and cisplatin at room temperature (page 10 lines 25-28). 
No claims allowed.
